He decided he would quit work. 
He came home one day in early 
fall and said, “‘Well, I have quit my 
job.” I asked him what we would 
live on. He said, ““Walnuts.” I had 
gone with a neighbor and gathered 
several bushels of walnuts for the 
children that winter. I said, “All 
right, we can live on walnuts.” He 
said, “This is the only way I can 
keep you from that church, so I 
will starve you to it. The boss said 
I could go back to work any time 
I wanted to, so when you stop go- 
ing to that church I will go back 
to work.” The boss would come 
and beg him to go back to work 
and he would tell him, “Well when 
my wife stops going to that church 
I will come back.” But I was deter- 
mined and so was he. The shops 
were only two blocks away and all 
the neighbor men worked there, so 


all knew why he quit his job, but 


dear ones, don’t think I stood all 
this alone for oh the sweet prom- 
ises I would get and how the Lord 
talked to my heart telling me if I 
only would stand true He would 
save my husband. A soul was at 
stake, I must stand at any Cost, 
and I did, thank God, by His help. 


He thought for the children’s 
suke I would give up. Yes, I won- 
dered how the two small boys 
could live on walnuts, yet I knew 
God had His eyes on those little 
boys, and He did. He sent my un- 
saved neighbors over and they told 
me to wrap the little boys up and 
let them play out of doors all win- 
ter and they would see that they 
got at least two warm meals a 
day. As he would not let their chil- 
ren play in our yard and our chil- 
dren had to cross the alley to play 
with theirs, they could easily slip 
them in the house and feed them 
Oh what joy! yet if he had known 
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it he would not have allowed them 
out of doors. When they would 
come home from play I would pick 
them out some walnuts and he 
knew no difference. I felt so sor- 
ry for our other children, but what 
could I do? I knew if I gave up I 
would backslide and all would be 
lost together for he would have 
had his way and never been saved. 
No, I must stand. I just must. The 
neighbors would gladly have given 
us things to eat but they would 
not feed him, and he seldom left 
the place. The dear Lord surely 
helped us to stand it for only once 
in a while would the older children 
complain. Sometimes one would 
say, “O Mamma, if I only had a 
piece of - bread and butter.” It 
would nearly break my heart. How 
they would have appreciated a loaf 
of dry bread without the butter, 
but no I must not give up. I knew 
the Lord would save him and give 
me the Holy Ghost after I had suf- 
fered a while. We never had a loaf 
of bread all winter, never a bite to 
eat except walnuts, never a fire in 
the cook stove, only once in a 
while some one would give me a 
cake of soap and I would wash ou) 
clothes. Oh it wasn’t so_ terribly 
hard for me for the Lord so won- 
derfully encouraged me and was 
so real to me. I suffered more on 
account of the three older children 
and I knew I was suffering for 
righteousness sake and for his 
soul’s salvation. I would struggle 
on. I surely did pity my children 
but I felt that all their salvation 
depended on me. I was in a deli- 
cate condition too that winter, put 
when church time would come the 
Lord would strengthen my body so 
I could walk the nine blocks to 
church. Oh hallelujah, He is so 
wonderful. I would go home, pick 
out walnuts for breakfast, dinner 
and supper, thank God for the wal- 
nuts. They were better than noth- 
ing. Our fifteen-year-old boy could 
not get any work for they were 
trying to force my husband to go 
back to work, but he was as deter- 
mined as I was. If I remen.ner 
right, it was about the first of 
April when they finally gave our 
boy work. Then the question of 
eats grew better, but the determin- 
ation in mine and my _ husband’s 
hearts was the same. He did not 
work any all summer. Fall came 


again. 


After the baby was born I began 
seeking the Holy Ghost more than 
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ever. Oh he was terrible now. The 
Lord told me the Holy Ghost 
would come in on Friday night. 1 
had been baptized and was praying 
for souls at the altar when I saw 
my husband standing in the door, 
his face almost as black as_ his 
coat, he was so angry. He jerked 
me across the church and pushed 
me off the steps. He was doing 
some talking. The words, “Your 
joy no man can take from you” 
were coming over and over in my 
soul. I was afraid I would lose my 
joy so I asked the Lord to “seal my 
lips,” and He did. I could not an- 
swer him. Oh he was terrible. and 
accused me of everything that was 
not right, but I had such peace 
what did I care what he said? He 
did not come to bed but went on 
terribly the whole night until 3 a. 
m. I had just awaked. Oh the peace 
the Lord can give you no matter 
how hard the storm. He was com- 
ing in the bedroom with the Bibie 
in his hand. I said, ‘Lord, please 
let me speak to him.”’ He answered 
kindly to me now. Oh praise the 
Lord, He was working. Since go- 
ing into the Christian Church he 
would lead in prayer by saying the 
Lord’s Prayer every morning. That 
morning I asked him if I could read 
a chapter, so I read Acts 2. My how 
he did cry. I have never seen as 
many tears before nor since at one 
time. The Lord burdened me so 
greatly and I prayed in tongues for 
him. He cried all day and asked 
me if the Lord would cast out de- 
vils these days. I had never heard 
of it but I told him Jesus was the 
same yesterday, today, and for- 
ever, and of course He could. He 
said, ‘Emma, I have more devils 
in me than Mary Magdelene ever 
had.”’ Then he bursted out, “Em 
Zimmer, I’ll not go anywhere nor 
off the place except to church un- 
til I get what you got.” Hallelujah! 
What was the suffering compared 
to this? isn’t it worth while? He 
repented bitterly for the way he 
had treated the children and me. 
“Emma, I did not want to act that 
way but the devils made me. I just 
could not help it. I’m sorry,’ and 
he just talked that way all day. 
Dear ones, don’t blame the oppos: 
ers. Be kind and pray for them, for 
the devil is having his way. They 
can’t help it. Pray that God _ will 
bring 2 Tim. 2:26 to pass in their 
lives. 

The demons were cast out the 
next Thursday at a cottage prayer 
meeting. The devil threw him up 
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in the air eight or nine times, try- 
ing to kill him, but God gave him 
victory. He received the Holy 
Ghost in just ten days after I re- 
ceived Him. Oh the joy, but that 
is making it mild. It was joy un- 
speakable and full of glory. The 
next morning the Lord told him 
to go back to work. The neighbor 
men in passing the house would 
say to me, “Mrs. Zimmer, you 
don’t need to tell me Jesse is sav- 
ed.” Of course not, the Holy Ghost 
manifests Himself. He came home 
a few days afterward saying all 
the last men on would be laid oft 
the next day. I said, “They can’t 
lay you off. God put you back 
there and man can’t lay you off.’ 
The next day they laid him off and 
said, “Go get your pay.” He told 
the Lord if He allowed him to be 
laid off He would have to keep his 
family. Before he got his pay the 
boss came and said, “Mr. Zimmer, 
you can go back to work.” Praise 
God, when He opens the door no 
man can shut it. He was so strong 
on healing, he hated to see others 
bring medicine in the house. After 
he was saved he rejoiced to know 
he could pray from the heart in- 
stead of always saying the Lord’s 
prayer. He was healed of asthnia 
and was low with the typhoid fev- 
er. I lay on my face asking God to 
bring him to consciousness enough 
to ask to be anointed. He was 
anointed and prayed for one morh- 
ing at ten o’clock and got up and 
shaved, ate a big dinner and walk- 
ed nine blocks to my cousin’s fun- 
eral at 3:00 p. m., ina drizzling 
rain without an umbrella or over- 
coat, and never caught cold nor 
went to bed in daytime again. I 
just must glorify God by testifying 
some. He was healed of other 
things too numerous to mention. 


We had a.happy home, a real 
house cf prayer for twenty years, 
then the Lord took him home. He 
has been with Jesus for nearly six 
years. Our pastor and a missionary 
were in to see him two days be- 
fore he left us, and when they 
were praying the power fell. He 
sprang out of bed and danced with 
them until the power lifted. A 
message was given out and inter- 
preted. “My children don’t die. 
They just go to sleep in me .Why 
do you weep? Why do you mourn? 
I will raise him up at my coming. 
You shall be caught up and _ will 
see each other again.” I was cry- 
ing. “You both will sit at the Mar- 
riage Supper and both sit on my 
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throne. Oh why do you weep?” 
Dear ones, pray for me that I will 
be faithful and that will come to 
pass. Hallelujah! What a wonder- 
ful Savior we have anyway. Why 
not rejoice? I will add that we 
were around his bed when he 
went but did not realize he was 
gone until he relaxed. I never did 
tell my folks how he treated us, be- 
cause he was sorry.

No doubt the children of Is- 
rael thought the same thing when 
they were shouting the victory. 
Some are inclined to be like Israel. 
They want to be like other people 
and they begin to take up little 
harmless things of this vain world. 

I remember reading where a 
very wise man said, “It is the little 
foxes that spoil the vine, for our 
vine has tender grapes.” I hope it 
is not in the east there among the 
Holiness people like it is out here. 
I hear people out here testifying to 


the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
wearing sleeveless dresses and 
they are very short and don’t 


think it any harm to go to the 
shows and dances. All of these 
things go to prove to me that the 
coming of Jesus is drawing very 
near. The people won’t endure 
sound doctrine. They have a form 
of godliness but are denying the 
power thereof. I praise the Lord for 
the Church of God _ that believes 
the Bible and is not afraid to stand 
on it. Titus 2:14 says, “Who gave 
himself for us, that he might re- 
deem us from all iniquity, and pur- 
ify unto himself a peculiar people, 
zealous of good works.” I praise 
the Lord that when _ iniquity is 
abounding on every hand and the 
love of many is waxing cold there 
are a few that are going on with 
the Lord and are a chosen genera- 
tion. In 1 Pet. 2:9 we see where it 
says, “But ye are a chosen genera- 
tion, a royal priesthood, an holy 
nation, a peculiar people; that ye 
should shew forth the praises of 
him who hath called you out of 
darkness into his marvelous light.’ 
1 hope every one that reads this if 
they have taken up the fads 
and fashions of this world would 
let them drop off so they won't 
lose their favor with God and the 
inheritance. Remember we are 
only heirs of God and joint heirs 
with Jesus Christ. Let’s don’t take 
up the things we had to lay down 
years ago. God doesn’t change. If 
He required us to live holy then 
we must live holy today if we have 
His favor. Then beware, lest thou 
forget the Lord and not go on unto 
perfection. As we look out over 
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the Christian people today we see 
a spirit of indifference creeping 
over the saints of God. Saints who 
used to be so spiritual and full of 


zeal for the Lord have sat down 


and are taking things easy. That is 
why the warning, Beware, lest we 
forget the Lord, lest we let this 
spirit of the last days creep in on 
us and we be like the five foolish 
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Virgins when the midnight cry is 
given. Behold! the Bridegroom 
cometh. Ge ye out to meet Him. 
By the help of the Lord we will 
rise and shine in these last days. 
“And such as do wickedly against 
the covenant shall be corrupt by 
flatteries: but the people that do 
know their God shall be strong, 
and do exploits.”” Dan. 11:32. 


Nabal ‘The Fool” - 1 Sam. 25

On the slopes of old Mount Car- 
mel, the thousands of sheep and 
goats of Nabal grazed, the lambs 
growing bigger and fatter day by 
day, the older sheep putting on 
more wool making wealth for this 
man of Maon. The time came 
when the fleece was full and ready 
for the shearers and Nabal took 
his men to the pastures to shear 
the fleecy wealth God had given 
him. 

This man seems to have been 
especially blest of God, being “very 
great” (V. 2) in a material way, 
and having a wife of good under- 
standing and beautiful counte- 
nance, but in spite of God’s good- 
ness to him, he was churlish and 
evil in his doings. 

Wealth is not a blessing to those 
who use it only for worldly ends, 
and very often it is really a curse 
because it tends to keep those who 
have it from the true riches of 
spiritual wealth enjoyed by those 
poor in this world’s good but rich 
in faith and heirs of the kingdom 
which He hath promised to them 
that love Him. 

The world is full of Nabals liv- 
ing only for this present world, for 
the pleasures of the hour, for 
“none of the wicked shall under- 
stand; but the wise shall under- 
stand.” The wise man said that the 
fear of the Lord is the beginning 
of wisdom. Nabal means fool and 
surely the height of folly is for 
people to live as tho this world 
were all, as tho there were no 
hereafter, no God, no judgment. 
no hell, no heaven, no eternity. Oh, 
the precious souls who are throw- 
ing away their time, selling their 
birthright, like Esau, for a mess of 
red beans! May God help us who 
have found the true riches to live 
it, testify it, preach it, until lost 
souls find the satisfying portion. 

David, his life in jeopardy thru 
the insane jealousy of King Sam, 
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and hiding from his wrath in the 
caves of Carmel, heard that Nabal 
had shearers and sent thither some 
of his young men with a request 
that Nabal, out of his abundance, 
give him whatever might seein 
good, calling attention to the fact 
that he had protected the herders 
and flocks while they were with 
him in Carmel. 

Doubtless had Nabal been able 
to look ahead to the day when Da- 
vid would reign as king, his an- 
swer would have been far differ- 
ent, but all he could see in him at 
this time was a wandering outcast, 
despised by those in authority and 
with no place to lay his head. Like- 
wise, if some of the worldly minded 
people of this day and age would 
look ahead to the day when the 
lowly Nazarene, despised and re- 
jected of men, shall return and set 
up a kingdom that shall never end 
and reign as King of kings and 
Lord of lords, there would be more 
who would open their hearts to His 
pleadings, more who would give 
Him not only of their means but 
their whole heart and soul as well. 

Let us look for a moment at the 
answer returned by this man of 
folly. “Shall I take of MY bread, 
and MY water, and MY flesh,” etc. 
Notice the “MY.” The rich fool of 
Jesus’ parable, Luke 12, said. 
“What shall I do, because I have 
no room to bestow MY fruits?” 
And he said, “This will I do, I will 
pull down my barns and _ build 
greater, and there will I bestow all 
MY fruits and MY goods.” Not a 
word from either concerning God's 
share, not even an acknowledg- 
ment of God’s providence, no 
thankfulness to the great Giver of 
every good and acceptable giit. 
God is not in all their thovghts. 
Paul tells us that in the last days 
men will be unthankful, 2 Tim. 3: 
2, and surely when people eat of 
God’s bounty and never return 
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thanks to the Almighty; when they 
live and act as tho’ God were not, 
despise His word, indulge in sinful 
lusts, reject the vicarious sacrifice 
of the Son of God, and trample the 
shed blood under their feet, the 
heighth of ingratitude is reached. 
Of these very things this great na- 
tion has been guilty. God gave 
America prosperity such as no 
other nation had ever known. Our 
granaries overflowed; modern con- 
veniences increased until the aver- 
age citizen lived beyond the 
dreams of kings and princes of 
former days: and in the midst of 
all these blessings America forgov 
the God of the Puritans and Quak- 
ers, and thought only of MY pros- 
perity, MY wealth; flounting their 
sin and pride in the face of the 
Lord of hosts. Is it any wonder 
that God began to cut our country 
short, and thousands are crying 
for bread? 

David in a rash moment thought 
to avenge himself of Nabal with 
the sword, and but for Abigail, Na- 
bal’s wife, might have done so. 
Abigail, we notice, was a woman 
of good understanding. No doubt 
she understood that God gave 
wonderful blessings to men, not to 
be used for selfish ends, but that 
they might be a blessing to others. 
Abigail’s faith in the Word of God 
is shown in verse 20. “And it shall 
come to pass, when the Lord shail 
have done to my lord according to 
all the good that he hath spoken 
concerning thee, and shall have 
appointed thee ruler over Israel.” 
We walk by faith, not by sight. 
Abraham believed God and it was 
accounted to him for righteous- 
ness: Abigail believed God and by 
faith looked ahead to the time 
when David would be king of Is- 
rael as God had promised. Abigail 
means “father’s joy,” and surely it 
must give joy to the Father of our 
Lord Jesus when His people _ be- 
lieve His word, and look forward 
to the day when their king shall 
come and take them out of this 
world of sin and trouble, when the 
great Son of David shall return 
with His bride to set up a kingdom 
that shall never end. Abigail and 
Nabal, faith and unbelief, with un- 
belief stumbling along in blindness 
unable to see because of the love 
of this present world, faith behold- 
ing in all things the hand of God, 
knowing that all things work to- 
gether for good to them that love 
Him, willing to give, to sacrifice 
anything that she might see the 
King in His glory. Oh, I want to 
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see Him ,look upon His face. Glory 
to God! Nothing of this present 
world can ever repay if we miss 
the rapture, if we fail to be ready 
on that day when the Lord Him- 
self shall descend from heaven 
with a shout, with the voice of the 
archangel, and the trump of Cod: 
and the dead in. Christ shall rise 
first; then we which are alive and 
remain shall be caught up toge- 
ther with them in the clouds; to 
meet the Lord in the air; and so 
shall we ever be with the Lord. i 
Thess. 4:16, 17. Yes, precious souls 
are living in folly, caring only for 
the passing vanities of the world. 
Foolish people, children in whom 
is no faith, living in a day when 
civilization is on the verge of a 
collapse, and Bible prophecy is be- 
ing fulfilled daily, yet making no 
effort to prepare for the imminent 
return of our Lord and King. “Na- 
bal is his name,” said Abigail, ‘ana 
folly is with him.” 

As Abigail kept the wrath of 
David from falling upon Nabal, so 
the prayers of God’s Church keep 
the wrath of God from falling 
upon this wicked generation. But 
when he who now letteth (or hold- 
eth, margin, 2 Thess. 2:7) be tak- 
en out of the way, God will allow 
Satan to have full sway, and )udg- 
ment will faii heavily upon the re- 
jectors of His love. 

Verse 36, “And Abigail came to 
Nabal and behold he held a feast 
in his house, like the feast of a 
king; and Nabal’s heart was merry 
within him, for he was very drunk- 
en.” Nothing for God’s anointed, 
but plenty for drunken carousals, 
like the rich fool in the parable. “I 
will say to my soul, eat, drink, and 
be merry.” Yea, but you cannot 
feed your soul on these things— 
eating and drinking. As it was in 
the days of Noe, so shall it be in 
the days when the Son of man 
shall come, and millions trying to 
satisfy the longing of their souls 
with worldly pleasures, drunk on 
sin and debauchery, that they can- 
not heed the warnings of God’s 
people, until their heart is dead 
within them and become as stone, 
dead to spiritual things, and only 
living on until God shall take away 
the breath of life. And God said to 
the rich man, “Thou fool, this 
night shall thy soul be required of 
thee, then whose shall those 
things be?” And the Lord smote 
Nabal, that he died. Foolish men 
living for time with no thought of 
eternity! Perhaps not foolish in 
the eyes of the world, but, “Died

Abner as the fool dieth.” Will you 
die that way, unprepared to meet 
thy God? 

Verse 42, “And Abigail hasted, 
and arose ,and rode upon an ass, 
and she went after the messengers 
of David and became his_ wife.” 
Rev. 19:7, “For the marriage of 
the Lamb is come, and his’. wife 
hath made herself ready.” Amen. 
Let us be ready.

The plagues of Egypt were literal 
realities, miracles of judgment, un- 
like anything since upon the earth. 
It seems to be God’s intention to 
repeat them on a larger scale, and 
dear friends, you have yet to wit- 
ness such scenes as are literally de- 
scribed under the seven trumpets. 
One of the plagues of Egypt was 
thunder and hail sent by the Lord, 
and fire ran along upon the 
ground. The Lord rained hail up- 
on the land of Egypt so there was 
hail and fire mingled with blood, 
very grievous such as_ there was 
none like it in all the land of Egypt 
since it became a nation, and the 
hail smote throughout all the land 
of Egypt all that was in the field 
both man and beast and the hail 
smote every herb of the field and 
break every tree of the field. Exod. 
9:25-28. 

The first trumpet will be a simi- 
lar visitation only the fire will be 
more destructive and the further 
element of blood is mingled with 
fire and hail. It is going to bea 
tremendous tempest of hailstones, 
lightnings and bloody products of 
the infuriated elements. We are 
told of blood-red rains and snow. 
On Aug. 17, 1819 Capt. Ross saw 
the mountains of Baffins Bay cov- 
ered for eight miles with blood-red 
snow many feet in depth. Saussare 
found it on mountSt. Bernard,1778. 
Raymond found it on the Pyreness, 
and Summerfield in Norway. It is 
recorded by Cicero that word was 
brought to the Roman senate on 
one occasion that it had raine] 
blood, also that the river Atratus 
had flowed with a bloody stream, 
but whether it ever happened be- 
fore or not, God says, “I will show 
wonders in heaven above and signs 
in the earth beneath, blood and 
fire.”” Joel 2:30. 

Under the sixth seal the restrain- 
ing of the angels were not per- 
mitted to hurt the earth nor the 
trees. But here bloody hail and fire 
pour upon the world with such 
fury that one-third of the earth 
will be burned, destroying build- 
ings, flocks, herds, and human life. 
The Egyptian plague smote and 
break every tree of the field while 
this will be more wide-spread and 
such havoc, but for all that, it does 
not consume everything, all the 
green grass was burnt up. This is 
a prophecy of great distress-— 
much of earth’s surface charred

with fire, many towns, forest, and 
plantations reduced to ashes, 
fields and meadows stripped of 
growing crops and bloody putrid 
blackness spread over the smitten 
world.

ELIJAH HEARS GOD’S VOICE 
TEXT: 1 Kings 19:9-18—-MEMORY VERSE: Psa. 85:8a. 
TIME: About 860 B. C. — PLACE: Mount Horeb. 
GOLDEN TEXT: Speak, Lord; for thy servant heareth.—1 Sam. 3:9. 
LEADING THOUGHT: God will always reveal himself to those who obey Him. 


LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 
JEHOVAH’S INQUIRY 

Vv. 9. “And he came thither unto a 
cave, and lodged there.” Jebel Musa or 
the Mount of Moses identified by com- 
mentators as the cliff of the rock where 
Moses was concealed while the Lord 
passed by, Ex. 33:22. “And, behold, the 
word of the Lord came to him.” Perhaps 
accusing him thru his conscience of 
leaving the work which had been assign- 
ed him to do. “And he said unto him, 
What doest thou here, Elijah?” The ques- 
tion is admissive evidence that Elijah 
would have been better off elsewhere and 
Was at present out of the will of the Lord. 

V. 10. “And he said, I have been very 
jealous for the Lord God of hosts.” This 
was true in his opposition of Baal and 
false gods. Elijah is first to use the title 
of the Lord God of hosts which recognizes 
Jehovah as the leader of the armies both 
in heaven and in earth. “For the children 
of Israel have forsaken thy covenant.” 
That is, the northern kingdom had re- 
belled against the sacred tie between Je- 
hovah and Abraham and his seed. 
“Thrown down thine altars.” Chapter 18: 
30 shows the altar to have been broken 
down, There were perhaps many altars 
erected throughout Israel which had been 
thrown down and altars’ erected unto 
heathen deities in their stead. “And slain 
thy prophets with the sword.” Bible his- 
tory records many such events, “And I, 
even I only, am left; and they seek my 
life, to take it away.” From Elijah’s view- 
point the prophets had been well nigh 
exterminated. It is true that many proph- 
ets had been slain and that Jezebel wou'!d 
no doubt have slain Elijah, yet Jehovah 
had many prophets in reserve and many 
who would have gladly entertained him. 

JEHOVAH’S SIGNS 

V. 11. “And he said, Go forth, and 
stand upon the mount before the Lord.” 
There are times when we must be shut 
in with God in the secret chamber of 
prayer but for the most part God would 
either have us stand before Him ready 
for divine service or have us on exhibi- 
tion that He might use us, “And, behold, 
the Lord passed by, and a great and 
strong wind rent the mountains, and 
brake in pieces the rocks before the 
Lord.” The scene perhaps afforded an oc- 
casion for Jehovah to test the obedience 
of His servant who had fled from Jezebel. 
Would he now obey Jehovah that he 
might be kept in a raging hurricane? 
“But the Lord was not in the wind.” 


The prophet does not recognize Jehovah’s 
presence. “And after the wind an earth- 
quake; but the Lord was not in the 
earthquake.” It is neither noise or 
demonstration that attracts people nor 
the true servant of God but it is the pres- 
ence and operation of His Spirit, 1 Cor. 
12:7, $1. 

V. 12. “And after the earthquake a 
fire; but the Lord was not in the fire.” 
The heavens may have been aglow and 
blazing with light in which each pinnacle 
and mountain peak and the valley be- 
neath may have appeared as a terrible 
sight or as a huge furnace, but prophets 
are not to be guided by an extatic vision 
alone, therefore Elijah waited. “And uf- 
ter the fire a still small voice.” Only 
obedient children obey the voice of gen- 
tleness associated with silence; a mere 
whisper is enough for them. ‘It does not 
take the rushing hurricane or the quak- 
ing earth or the. burning of fire to move 
them. They wait for the voice of God that 
they may bear His message. 

THE PROPHET’S HUMILIATION 

V. 18. “And it was so, when Elijan 
heard it, that he wrapped his face in his 
mantle.” “That he might not look on 
God and die,” Gen. 32:30; Ex. 3:6; 33: 
20; 34:33; 2 Cor. 3:13; Isa. 6:1, 2. The 
mantle was probably a sheepskin. From 
Zech. 13:4 we learn that the prophets 
wore a mantle of hair. “And went*out, 
and stood in the entering in of the cave.” 
He was perhaps bidden by the stiil small 
voice to do so. This he was commanded 
to do, V. 11. “And, behold, there came a 
voice unto him, and said, What does 
thou here, Elijah?” Jehovah does not up- 
braid him but questions again as in V. 9, 
“What doest thou here?” Would he 
prophesy to the stones and the mountains 
or had he been sent to the children of his 
people? 

V. 14. “And he said, I have been very 
jealous for the Lord God of hosts.” De- 
spite the raging hurricane and the earth- 
quake and the fire that followed he has 
not changed his attitude, thus he enumer- 
ates as before his defence on behalf of 
the Lord of hosts. He had greatly sought 
te honor God and to protect His name 
and to defend it from the shocking idol- 
atries as found in Israel. “Because the 
children of Israel have forsaken thy cove- 
nant, thrown down thine altars, and 
slain thy prophets with the sword; and |, 
even I only, am left; and they seek mv 
life, to take it away.” The whole story is 
true except that Elijah was not the only 
p-ophet that Jehovah had left. As it was 
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with Elisha at Dothan, we are never left 
alone, 2 Kings 6:16; or Jesus in Geth- 
semane, “Thinkest thou that I cannot 
now pray to my Father, and he shall 
presently give me more than twelve le- 
gions of angels?” Matt. 26:53. It was the 
omnipotency of Jehovah who inspired and 
created both prophets and the officers 
arising therefrom. 
JEHOVAH’S COMMANDS 

V. 15. “And the Lord said unto him.” 
I have ofttimes remarked that nothing is 
done until it is done right. The best way 
to relieve Elijah’s discouragement was to 
give him more work to do. “Go, return on 
thy way to the wilderness of Damascus.” 
That is, by the way of the wilderness to 
Damascus, the ancient capital of Syria 
and said to be the oldest city in the 
world. Here he was doubtless to find the 
hiding place. When he returned he found 
the king of Syria at war with the King 
of Israel. “And when thou comest, anoint 
Hazael to be king over Syria.” Hazael 
Was an attendant on Benhadad II, a Sy- 
rian king who had often made war on 
Israel. No account is given where Elijah 
anointed Hazael to be king. It is however 
possible that it was done in secret as 
Samuel anointed David, 1 Sam. 16:2, 13. 
Nor did Elisha anoint Hazael to be king 
over Israel but called him in an indirect 
way, 2 Kings 8:12, 15. It remains that 
Elijah either disobeyed Jehovah or anoiut- 
ed him secretly. 

Vv. 16. “And Jehu the son of Nimshi 
shalt thou anoint to be king over Isracl.” 
In the announcement of Jehu to succeed 
Ahab as king of Israel God made Elijah 
to know that the wicked reign of Ahab 
was soon to end. “And Elisha the son of 
Shaphat of Abel-meholah_ shalt thou 
anoint to be prophet in thy room.” Elisha 
was a farmer. The mention of Abel- 
meholah located in the Jordan valley 
seems to imply that Elisha was hereto- 
fore unxnown to Elijah as is also evi- 
denced, “I am left alone,” etc. In the 
anointing of Elisha as prophet provision 
is made for the office, that Elijah 
thought would be vacant in the event he 
was slain, to continue. 

V. 17. “And it shall come to pass.” The 
events here mentioned were not neces- 
sarily to be filled by Elijah but in the 
future through those anointed and his 
contemporaries, “That him that escapeth 
the sword of Hazael shall Jehu slay: and 
him that escapeth from the sword of Jehu 
shall Elisha slay.” Jehovah discloses to 
his prophet the doom of Jehovah’s en- 
emies and those who sought the prophet’s 
life. For reference see 2 Kings 8:12, 28; 
10:32; 13:38, 22; 2 Kings 9:24, 25. 

Vv. 18. “Yet I have left me seven thou- 
sand in Israel.” Some of these prophets 
were perhaps the vutcome of the seeming 
fruitless efforts and labors of Elijah. The 
number is thought by some to be sym- 
bolic and in harmony with the remnant 
preserved according to the election of 
grace, Rom. 11:5, the one hundred forty- 
four thousand of Rev. 7:4, 8. “All the 
knees which have not bowed unto Baal, 
and every mouth which hath not kissed 
him.” It is thought by some that Job 31: 
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26, 27 indicate that it was customary to 
kiss the hand of the idol or object of wor- 
ship and that Hosea 13:2 indicates they 
kissed the image itself. Some commen- 
tators say Cicero mentions in Verem 4: 
43 that the lips and chin of the statute 
of Hercules at Agrigentum were a little 
worn by the kisses of devotees.
